June 13, 1SBS, t.he' person using or 
affixiiig the siune shall, in aildition to 
writing or stamping '• thcrcou,- with ink, . 
tho imtiaJs 'of his .name and tlie date 
when affixed, mutilate 'said stomp by 
cutting three parallel incisions length- 
wise through the st.amp, beginning not 
more than one-fourth o! an inch irom one 
end 
thereof, and extending to 
within 


one-fourth of an inch of the other end. 


"Where ?ucii stamp is canceled by cut- 


ting or perforating in any manner-au- 
thorized by existing regulations, as afore- 
s:iid, the mutilation herein provided will 
not be required. 


This provision shall take effect and be. 


mforce on and after December 15, 1SOD.

Xot a single case, of Injury to any 


tree treated in winter has been observ 
ed. On the contrary, In a number of 
cases tbe oil seems to have acted as a 
stimulant, and thc sprayed trees bave 
shown greater vigor and better £oUasr 


tban tbose untreated. 


In no case uas there been any Injury 


to fruit buds, but on this 'point tbe ob 
sen-aliens arc Incomplete, no early 
winter treatments navlng been made 
In 
bearing orchards. 
Applications 


made after Jan. la have in bo way less- 
ened the crop of apples and pears tbe 1 
year following, and applications made 
tn March have not injured tbe fruit 
buds In peach and plum. 


Crude petroleum Is not suited for a 


summer application, either pure or di- 
luted, because of Its cboking effect on 
foliagi; and Its persistence. 


This however, increases its value 


for winter work as compared with 
kerosene. The latter acts at once or 
not at all and evaporates very soon 
after it baa been applied. In fact, to 
avoid injury, It must be applied In 
sucli a way as to favor rapid evapora- 
tion.

insects as kerosene and is harmless' 
to'-the most tender varieties and on the 
youngest trees. Therefore It is pecul- 
iarly adapted for employment against 
the'snn .lose or pernicious scale. 


As the oil remains on tbe surface for 


a long time, it makes no difference 
whether it Is put on undiluted or 
mixed -with water. If mixed with wa- 
ter, tbe latter ovnporntes and leaves 
the oil, so that the material iu contact 
with the tree Is as much undiluted as 
if tlie water had not been appplled 
with it.

HOG KILLING. 


Pork. 9»Kl7i« Bud SmoktnB 


Hum*, SlMinWerB, Etc. 
• , 


Hogs to be slaughtered should not "be 


.fed--for-:24- hours -before "slaughtering. 
Thcy-will'not bleed freely. Nor should 
they'become heated by chasiag or any 
other' cause! It likewise has a tenden- 
cy to' check :the flow of blood. Nor 
Hfcould a hog be scalded until, it has 
lully expired, says a -writer in-Field and 
Farm iu preface to the following use- 
ful instructions in hog killing on the 
farm: 
. After the bog Is hung np and the intes- 
tines, lungs; heart and all arc' removed 
and washed'out split tbe'carcass right 
"through *the.'center, leaving a' small, at- 
tachment near the tail'and at the end 
of snout, so as not.to overbalance• it. 
As soon as.the leaf lard is-cold enough 
to be principally removed take If out. 
This will Insure the perfect cooling of 
the meat. The heavier the.hog'the 
•more essential Its quick and perfect 
cooling.' 'Never aliow meat to freeze 
solid or pack It in frozen condition, for 
it is'sure to'spoil. . 


Before cutting up the'carcass remove 


spareribs. Tenderloins and any over- 
phis. t>f lenu ment from the side pork, 
unless It is converted- into bacon, and 
evenly divide the width of side pork 
from'fo-ui- to five inches. Trim off all 
surplus of fat from hams and shoul- 
ers. All this will increase the surplus 
of sweet lard. 


Now for a good new barrel or one 


that never hud the least bit of.sour 
meat in it, ' Do not use a whisky bar- 
rel, 
A kerosene barrel burned out and 


soaked for a time with pure waier. will 
do, but a new barrel is always safe. 


There are .numberless ways of pre- 


serving meats, but we have reason to 
think that al! additions of sugar and 
•the like have a tendency to harden aad 
dry the meats'/ Cover the bottom, of 
the barrel with an inch'of pure salt, 
pack in the meat, the rind outward, so 
that salt may get between the piece:;, 
coyer again with salt over each layer, 
nnd so on until the'-ba^-el is full, iiR -to 
abo-iit five inches. , Lay;atcovcr of (-lean 
new boards on It, jyitb. a'stone, to -vse.Igh 
It down.'
